All the Republican silver men are in 
an independent frame of mind, and the 
iudicatioua a.e that tier* will le a 
combination between them and thu 
IXmuciats who agree with them.

The headquarters are 
in New York city, aud a few hundred 
men control tbe whole under a sort of 
patriaicbal system of government 
which they all recognize with that 
traditional res] ect for authority which 
is pecn.iar to men of the eiwt. 

ISome of tno leaders have grown very 
ridi by the importation of eastern goods 
which are eo.d by their peddlers 
throughout the country. Others ha' e, 
Willi Vanitee shrewdness, got into the 
ma lufac.i.re of imitative eastern goods, 
which ure iieddled by real Arabs, w^hose 
jiersonal ap.nearauce serves to give pur- 
chasers coitfidtnce in the genuineness 
of the articles soid. 

There are among the tapitalists some 
who bear to their dependents about the 
same relat on that tbe i>adrones do to 
the Italiins. Tae natives who come 
here very poor have money advanced to 
them fi r 1 a sage, and when they get 
liere ti ey are ^\\\t\ orted for awhile and 
trusted with goods to sell untli they are 
able to accumulate a litne capital. 

Mhmbers of the Syrians and Arabs 
have settled in Kew York city in the 
lower wards. They are frugal and in- 
dustrious and loo:£ forward to the time 
when they may join the select class of 
leaden who employ the others. They 
sett'.e their ditticnlties among them- 
selves, aud are averse to appea'.ing to 
the courts. The decision <» their ac- 
cepted leader is considered binding and 
fintd. 

Recently a i roject has been started 
among them to found a new Damascus 
here. A syndicate of Armenian capi- 
talists has been formed with a view to 
the purchase of several thousand acres 
of land in some favorable locality near 
the coast, where the settlers may find a 
climate suitable for silk culture, fruit 
growing and farmin'^, and where the 
Syrian immig.ants may find congenial 
occupation. 

The rich Armenians who have 
planned this scheme propose to sujiply 
all the neoessary fuudis to bring the im- 
migrants here to purchase the land 
ana 1 1 ick it, ani to found a city. Caji- 
ital will be loaned to the immigrants 
until they are able to start on thrir 
t)wn account and they will be encour- 
aged t ) buy the land as soon as ) ossii e-.
